database. information like author’s name, number of 
copies, place of publication etc can help people 
searching for specific types of zines find them through 
CLIO.

Latine media and family, and the in-betweenness of feeling too 
"gringa" to fit in with her family and too Latina to fit in with her

Torres, a thirty-year-old self-described 
wife and mother, discusses her use of “Spanglish” in this issue, while 
linking the arduous and mostly matriarchal controlled process of 
homemade tamale making to the Mexican-American tradition of 
assigning nicknames to children. The zine includes a “Spanish 
dictionary of sorts” and a “family-nickname-tree foldout.”
